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EVIDENCE 



UGA-Genealogical Research Seminar, 1972 - Jean Stephenson 

All evidence has not the same value. It is roughly divided into five 
classes, known as (a) Primary evidence; (b) Collateral evidence; (c) Secondary- 
evidence; (d) Circumstantial evidence, and (e) Reported evidence. 

Primary evidence is of the highest value, then comes the other types, 
descending in the order listed, with reported evidence of least value. 

EVIDENCE: DEFINITION OF EACH TYPE 

A. Primary evidence is that from a record when the record itself is the 
cause or result of the action or fact to be proved. Examples are: 
vital statistics, church records, wills, administrations, tombstones, 
etc. Primary evidence should be used to the fullest extent possible. 
As a rule other evidence should net be used until it has been deter- 
mined that primary evidence does net exist, or cannot be secured. 

B. Collateral evidence . This is when the evidence is collateral to the 
purpose of the record but nevertheless is an integral part of it. 
Examples are deeds where a man speaks of his daughter by her married 
name, or a deed by a husband and wife of property inherited by the wife 
from her named father. If no official marriage record was made, or if 
it has been destroyed or cannot be located, the fact of the marriage 
may be proved from such collateral evidence. 

C. Secondary evidence consists of statements made by persons of facts 
they know of their own knowledge, such as depositions under oath, eld 
letters relating contemporary events, etc. Old depositions are almost 
as good as primary evidence for many facts, as makers then were careful 
as to what they said under oath. But that does not mean that always 
the facts were true merely because someone said they were. \-"nen a 
deposition was made for use in a law suit, each side would file depositions 
asserting their understanding of the facts or consturction of them on 
which they relied to prove their case. Both sides could not be right. 
V/hen there is a contradiction additional evidence must be sought. All 

too often modern affidavits have no evidentiary value, for almost every- 
one will swear to the accuracy of a copy without checking it, or to a 
fact whether they know it or merely believe it to be correct. The value 
of letters, recollections, etc. varies according to circumstances. 

D. Circumstantial evidence is so called because it is created when two or 
more facts are so related that if one which can be proved by a higher 
class of evidence is true, then the other must be true or so extremely 
probable as to warrant acceptance. An example is when a church record 
shows the marriage of a woman, stating she is the daughter of a clearly 
identified man, and within the next ten years records show the marriage 
of that man; then it may be concluded from circumstantial evidence 
that the man had been married before and had at least one daughter. 

E. Reported evidence is hard to define. It covers the class of material 
which is the basis for many county histories, biographies, etc. It

EVIDENCE (Continued) 

is information collected by someone from others who have a knowledge 
of the facts. When such information is secured from those who 
participated in certain events or otherwise knew of them, and secured 
for other than genealogical purposes it has a definite value. However, 
it must be considered in the light of the purpose for which it was 
collected or recorded. 

HEARSAY 

A. Hearsay , that which one has been told, or family tradition, is NOT 

evidence and cannot be accepted as such. While it may furnish clues 
for the genealogical researcher, and so be helpful to the person 
trying to work out and establish a pedigree, it is not to be 
accepted as correct, nor should it be used in a lineage paper for any 
of the organizations based on hereditary descent.

The following letter was written by HENRY JONEF of Hardeman County, 
Tennessee, to his sons, WILBURN and WILLIAM, living in Calhoun, Texas 
in 1850. HENRY JONES was the great-great-grandfather of MrB. Ray 
Caruth, 5342 Longview, Dallas, Texas 75206, who submitted this letter 
for publication. The letter was so folded as to form a self envelope 
and was addressed as follows:

did not like expected to go on to Texas/ THOMAS GRAY with him/ I have had 
late news from your county MILES LONG is now hear and gives a good 
account of the county tho he cant tell me any thing about you/ he has 
seen SAMUEL DUNCAN and says he is now in service with the rangers this 
winter as EZKIEL OWENS was coming to this county he took the cholera and 
died at Vickburg/ WM. BURLESON that was with him cam safe and I saw him 
but he could not tell any thing about you so I had not had any news from 
you since about last April and I am very anxious to hear from you/ as 
soon as you git this leter I want you to rite imediately that I may 
hear from you/ nothing more of importance so I must Clos/ I remain 
your affectionate Father
